MEDICINAL WHISKY 


LAWS IN CONGRESS | 


Laymen Have No Right 
to Limit Prescriptions, 
Association Votes. 


STAND PROCLAIMED 
AFTER SECRET STUDY 


Washingtonian Declared to 
Have Good Chance for 
Medical Presidency. 


A Congress composed of laymen has 
no right to tell legally qualified physi- 
cians how much whisky they may pre~ 
scribe for a sick person. 

This principle was proclaimed by the 
American Medical association yester- 
day, following a three-day study. of: 
the liquor question and a stormy ses- 
sion behind closed doors. 

The house of delegates, the adminis- 
trative body of the great medical or- 
ganization, announced a bill would. be 
perpared and submitted to Congress 
asking repeal of that provision in | the 
Volstead act which says that no “pa- 
tient may be given more than one 
pint of whisky in ten days. 

The delegates yesterday again adopted 
a resolution ‘indorsing the principles of 
the Tyson-Fitzgerald bill for the retire- 
ment of disabled. emergency officers of 
the world war. 


While that bill is being drafted, the | 


house of delegates announced, the 
board of trustees of the association will 
consider the suggestion that a refer- 
endum be taken among physicians on 
the medicinal value of whisky. 

A Washington physician has a good 
chance of being elected president of 
the medical association, it was. said 
yesterday by delegates. The election 
will take place this morning. 

The names most frequently mention- 
ed in connection with the highest office 
in the association were those of Dr. 
William Gerry ° organ and Pr, Charles 
W. Richardson. It has been more than 
30 years since a Washington physician 
was elected president of the association. 


Officers to Be Elected. 
The house of delegates also will elect 


| a vice president, a secretary, a speaker 


and two trustees. Having done that, 
it will select a city for the 1928. con- 
vention. The board of trustees has 
recommended that it be Kansas City, 
Mo., Minneapolis, Minn., or Portland, 
Oreg.

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BERTAUD GETS WAIT 


TO SIVE HIS PLAGE | 


ON ATLANTIC FLIGHT 


Pilot Charges Effort by 
Owner of the Plane — 
to Oust Him. 


WEATHER PREVENTS 
ANY HOP-OFF TODAY 


Byrd Stores Food for 6 Weeks 
Aboard His Machine; Also 
- Has Life Rafts. 


New York, May 18 (By A. P.).—Lloyd 
W. Bertaud obtained a temporary in- 
junction late today against Charles A. 
Levine to restrain him from supplant- 
ing Bertaud as copilot and navigator 
of the Bellanca airplane “Columbia” on 
the proposed nonstop flight from New 
York to Paris. 

With the Bellanca plane held up by 
the court action, continued inclement” 
weather over the Atlantic as reported 
late today, prevented any possibility of 
either Commander Richard Byrd or 
Capt. Charles Lindbergh hopping off to- 
morrow morning. 

The temporary injunction and order 
to show cause, issued to Bertaud, was 
granted by Justice Mitchell May in the 
supreme court in Brooklyn on applica- 
tion by the pilot’s attorney, Leo T. Kis- 
sam. The order, returnable next Fri- 
day afternoon, was directed against the 
Columbia Aircraft Corporation, build- 
ers of the “Columbia,” and Charles A. 
Levine, as the corporation’s managing 
director. 

Service of the injunction was held 
in abayance by SBertaud’s attorneys 
while G. M. Bellanca went to Levine’s 
home in -a last effort to obtain his 
consent to Bertraud remaining in the 
flight crew. 


Breaking of Contract Blocked. 


The injunction restrains the defend- 
ants from breaking an alleged contract 
made May 12, by which Bertaud and 
Clarence D. Chamberlin were to be al- 
lowed to fly the Bellanca plane to Paris, 
and also from substituting any pilots 
for them. 

Bertaud claims that Levine is at- 
tempting. to break. the cortitract,.and 
in an affidavit attached to the applica- 
tion for the injunction, Kissam stated 
that he spoke to Levine and that the 
latter said to him: 

“The flight will go on all right, but 
Bertaud will be out. of it. I will have 
nothing more to do with Bertaud.” 

Although Byrd’s plane could not be 
put through its final paces in the air 
today, the time was not entirely lost. 
During the day much of the food and 
safety devices which will be carried 
were stowed away in the fuselage. 


Food for 6 Weeks Stored. 


Included in the food packed was 
pemmican enough to feed the three 
aviators for six weeks and some con- 
centrated food in cans. Six gallons of 
distilled water per man and. some 
fresh fruit will also be carried, but 
this will not be packed until shortly 
before departure. 

The two collapsible rubber rafts to 
be used in case of accident at sea were 
packed in the »lane’ with tanks- of 
compressed air to inflate them. Light 
oars were also shipped, so that if a 
forced landing should be necessitated, 
the men would be able to stay afloat 
indefinitely. A brace of Very pistols 
also were loaded r signaling to ships 
in case of mishap. 

So many o»recautions. have been 
taken, Commander Byrd said, that land- 
ing in the ocean would be as safe as 
floating in the lake at Central park, 
“compared with precautions taken by 
fliers in the past.”

IDAHO FALLS FEARS 
HEAVY LOSS THERE 


Flood, 20 Feet High, Races 
Down Valley; Inhabitants 
Flee to the Hills. 


Wilson, Wyo., May 18 (By A. P.).— 
Eight lives were lost when a wall of 
water from what is known as the 
“Slide” dam in the Gros Ventre river, 
swept over the little town of Kelly, 25 
miles from here about noon today. 

Roaring down its tortrous course, the 
flood reached Wilson about two hours 
later in the form of a wall of water 20 
feet high that spread over the banks 
of the stream until the river at this 
point: was 14% miles wide. 

No lives were lost in Wilson as a 
warning had been received of the ap- 
proaching flood. \ 

Early tonight the flood was approach- 
ing Swan valley, still farther down 
stream. 

The dead at Kelly are Max Edick, 
farmer; Mrs, May Lovejoy, Mrs. Smith, 
sister of Mrs. Lovejoy; J. F. Almy, 
three members of the Needie (or 
Kneedy) family, a hired man, name un- 
known, working for Mr. Edick. 

Meager advices received here were to 
the effect that only a store and a 
church were left standing in Kelly. 


Water 4 Feet Deep in Hotel. 


Idaho Falls, Idaho, May 18 (By A. 
P:).—A wall of water released today 
when the Gros Ventre Slide dam gave 
way in northwestern Wyoming wiped 
out the village of Kelly, “Wyo., and 
swept over Wilson, Wyo. @ town of 
about 500 population, according to 
meager ‘advices received here early to- 
night. 

First direct reports from’ the affected 
area came from Mr. Nundy, merchant, 
of Wilson, 18 miles down the river from 
the dam;~whodisaid the water was 4 feet 
deep in the lobby of the Wilson hotel. 
He also said that houses were being 
washed away and that the inhabitants 
were rushing to the high lands for 
safety. — 

Clyde Baldwin, water master of the 
Snake river, estimated that if the en- 
tire dam went out it would have“re- 
leased approximately 1,000 acre-feet of 
water. Mr. Baldwin predicted this head 
of water would not reach Idaho Falls 
in less. than 24 hours, but expressed 
the fear that it would do considerable 
damage to settlers along the upper 
Snake river. 

After the Gros Ventre river enters the 
Snake, there is little chance for flood 

waters to spread until they reached 25 
miles above Idaho Falls. The water 
will be forced to pass through the 
great canyon of the Snake river for 
many miles, and it is believed that the 
greatest damage will be done in the 
vicinity of Lorenzo and Menan, both 
a few miles north of Idaho -Falls,

Jury Returns Verdict After 
Four Hours’ Deliberation 
in Police Raid Case. 


MAN ARRESTED JULY. 30 


After deliberating four hours a jury 
in criminal court 2 last night ex- 
onerated Frank McCormick of charges 
of permitting gaming at 521 Thirteenth 
street northwest, July 30, 1926. Spec- 
tators greeted the jury’s verdict with 
cheers and handclapping and Justice 
William Hitz threatened to clear the 
courtroom unless order was restored.

The charges against Noonan were dis- 
missed last week when Attorney Harry 
T. Whelan moved for dismissal on the 
ground that the warrant for the raid 
was illegal because police did not enter 
the establishment until 12 days after 
the warrant was sworn. 

Whelan, in his address to the jury 
yesterday, criticized police methods,

SCORES ARE INJURED 
IN INDIANAPOLIS GALE

Madman Is Also Dead; Had 
Blown Up Own Home Firsts 
Taxes Cause Tragedy. 


Bath, Mich., May 18 (By A. P.).— 
Touched off by.an apparently demented 
farmer, who fell victim to his own de-: 
vices, two dynamite explosions at the 
Consolidated school here today brought 
death to at least 41 persons—36 of them 
pupils in the school. Most of them were 
children, few of whom were more than 
12 years old. Forty others, injured, 
were in Lansing hospitals. 

The dead, in addition to the 33 pupils 
whose bodies had been recovered to- 
night, were the farmer, Andrew Kéhoe, 
who served as treasurer of the schdol 
district; E. E. Huyck, the principal; 
Miss ‘Hazel Weatherbee, third grade 
teacher; Glen Smith, Bath. postmaster, 
and Nelson MocFarran, a Bath resident. 
The latter two were passing the build- 
ing at the time of the explosion. 

‘Search of the ruins was continued 
until. darkness overtook the workers, 
after State police had estimated that 
from a dozen to fifteen bodies remained 
to be located. 

The explosions at the school followed 
by only a short time a blast at the 
nearby farm of Kehoe. The blast and 
subsequent fire demolished the Kehoe 
home and barn.

The entire north wing of the school, 
a three-story brick structure, was lev- 
eled by the blast, which caught all 
of the pupils indoors, over their books 
or engaged in recreation periods in their 
rooms.

Those excitable people given to 
hyperbole and dramatics, who, in the 
course of a narrative, are wont to say 
that they heard their hearts “thump- 
ing’—such people should have been at 
the Washington auditorium yesterday, 

They would have heard a human 
heart not merely thumping, but boom- 
ing; they would have héard its beats 
reverberating like a distant rapid-fire 
cannon or the rythmic rolling of far- 
off thunder, and that is not hyperbole, 
either. 

This amplifying of the heart’s beats 
was accomplished at the auditorium by 
means of an “electrical stethoscope,” 
an invention which, it was claimed, 
magnified the sound of the beats ten 
trillion times. Two thousand members 
of the American Medical association 
attended the demonstration. 

Dr. Clyde Snook, of the Bell Tele- 
phone Co. laboratories, who explained 
the technical side of the big stetho- 
scope, held the sound detector part 
of it to his mouth, clicked his teeth 


together and a noise like a pistol shot 
came out of the loud speakers near 
the stage. 

After Dr. Snook had finished, Dr. C. 
J. Gamble, of Philadelphia, came onto 
the stage, bringing with him four men 


of varying age. Each of these men had 
a different type of heart: One had a 
normal heart, another a “murmuring” 
heart and the others had hearts that 
Only physicians know about. 

The electrical stethoscope was, in 
turn, placed over the heart of each 
man. and the pulsations peculiar to 
each was echoed by the amplifiers. The 
chief point of difference between the 
normal heart and the murmuring heart 
seemed to be a blowing sound. 

Dr. Snook, Dr: Gamble and Dr. Paul 
D. White declared the electric stetho- 
scope would be particularly valuable in 
instructing medical students in regard 
to heart ailments. Heretofore, it was 
said, this has been a very difficult sub- 
ject for medical students.

Pians of Georgetown university to 
‘establish a new medical center in the 


near future were divulged by President 
Charles W. Lyons, S. J., to about 250 


alumni of the medical school who were 
guests of the university faculty at a 
reunion dinner last night in Ryan hall. 

With the completition of the exten- 
sion of the university hospital which 
will give that institution a capacity of 
450 beds, President Lyons announced 
that he is hopeful of following this 
“almost immediately”: with a new 
building for the medical and dental 
departments as the next step in the ex- 
pansion of the university. 

An architect’s drawing of the pro- 
posed structure, shown to the alumni, 
provides for a colonial structure of five 
stories, the site of which has not, yet 
been announced. 

“We are ambitious also to réceive 
an endowment,” said President Lyons, 
“that we may emulate the financial 
growth that has been normal in other 
great institutions.” The new hospital 
building, now nearing completion, will 
make the Geargetown institution one 
of the largest in Washington. It is 
expected to be in readiness before the 
opening of the next scholastic term.

HEART DISEASE DEATHS 
LAID TO SGARLET FEVER 


lliness “Maims” Many Per- 
sons and Produces Organic 
Trouble, Says Albert. 


FATALITY RATE IS CITED 


The marked increase in recent years 
of the death rate from heart disease 
may be attributable to a large extent 
to scarlet fever, Dr. Henry Albert, of 
Des Moines, Iowa, declared at the meéet- 
ing the section on preventive medicine 
and public health of the Américan 
Medical association thes ay in Con- 
cordia church. 

The number of persons “maimed” by 
scarlet fever has likewise greatly in- 
creased in recent years, he said, and 
in 1926 the incréase was 150 per cent 
greater than in 1906. 

He explained that many persons who 
survived scarlet fever are more or less 
maimed by it. This maimed condition 
often produces heart disease, he de- 
clared. Often it does Not apear until 
20 years after the person has:had scar- 
let fever, he said. In that case, how- 
ever, the defect appears at that age 
when people begin to be more suscep- 
tible to heart disease. 

Physicians give as one of the possible 
causes of the increase the fact that the 
average span of life is longer, and there- 
fore that a greater mumber of deaths 
now oceur.in that later age group in 
which heart disease takes by far its 
greater toll. 

However, in recent years, Dr. Albert 
pointed out, there he-~ bee~ a marked 
increase in the death rate from heart 
diseases among older people. This in- 
creasé has been more than 100 per cent 
in recent years for persons more than 
70 years old. 

Dr. Albert gave as another reason the 
decrease in the number of'deaths from 
infectious diseases, leaving a large 
number of people to die later of “some 
disease.” It turned out in due course 
then that a considerable number of 
those people who did not die of in- 
fectious diseases as a result of modern 
medical triumph died later of hears 
disease. 

He touched slightly on sileigss 
cycles. The death rate from infectious 
diseases, he pointed out, reached its 
peak in 1881, and seventeen years later 
the rise in the death rate from heart 
disease began. The fact that after 
1881 the death rate from infectious dis- 
eases began to decline may have been 
reflected in the increase in the death 
rate from heart disease seventeen years 
later through the number who were 
Saved to die in older age, and the 
number who were maimed by infectious 
diseases, he said.

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JUVENILE DELINQUENCY 
DloGUSSED BY DOCTORS 


Called Product of Survival of 
Fittest on Streets; Low 
Mentality Factor. 


WORK IS. URGED AS CURE 


The juvenile delinquent is a product 
of the law of the survival of the fittest 
as it appears on the streets of cities, 
Dr. Joseph Mclver, of Philadelphia, de- 
clared at the meeting of the section on 
nervous and mental diseases yesterday 
in the Raleigh hotel. 

Under the present system, he said, 
only the fittest survive the temptation 
to crime which children bred in the 
atmosphere of the streets must en- 
counter. The delinquent falls because 
his resistance is not so great. 

Low mentality is the most important 
contributing factor in producing juve- 
nile delinquency, Dr. McIver said. Asa 
usual thing, he said, parents of low 
mentality have children of low men- 
tality. The juvenile delinquent ‘then, 
he said, has not the support of sound 
parental doctrine to rest upon. Hered- 
ity, he declared, is a most important 
factor in juvenile delinquency. 

Dr. McIver urged an analysis of the 
delinquent to determine what work he 
is qualified to-perform, and then that 
an attempt be made to provide him 
with this work. One of the best tonics 
for the cure of delinquency is work, 
and the work proper for the individual, 
he said. He added: : 

“IT am one of those who believe that 
we have drifted too far away from the 
trade school and apprenticeship. We 
have gone in for books too much, and 
have neglected that tutorship which 
teaches the hands. In our mad rush. 
for higher education we have lost 
sight of the boys and girls who are not 
able to keep up in their studies of 
books. 

“We need more skilled workmen, and 
all our workmen need to be more 
skilled. More attention should be given 
to manual labor. The delinquent will 
profit by manual training. Our policy 
of trying to reform delinquents is 
wrongly directed. To send a delinquent 
to a reform school an‘ expect him to 
come out reformed is certainly extreme 
optimism.” 

Idleness, he said, is still the devil’s 
workshop, and especially for children, 
who have not been taught the serious- 
ness of crime, which is a subject hard 
to teach. In the majority of instances, 
he said, the parents are the worst of 
teachers. 

He declared that delinquency is often 
purely a medical problem, and that the 
remedy of physical defects of ten en- 
ables the individual’s brain to function 
in the right manner.

QUIT GASUALTY OTAFE 


Two Junior Physicians Resign 
After Girl Students Leave 
Their Places. 


REBUKE BRINGS WALK-OUT 


A small revolution among student 
nurses in Casualty hospital, which re- 
suljed in three of them quitting their 
jobs abruptly Tuesday, was followed 
yesterday by the resignation of two 


junior physicians who had been work- 
ing in the hospital as a part of their 
medical education at George Washing- 
ton unversity. 

Action of the nurses and the junior 
physicians did not disturb the work of 
the hospital, and will not be permitted 
to do so, whether the three student 
hurses who remained on duty continue 
in the hospital or not, Dr. Joseph D. 
Rogers, president of the hospital, de- 
clared. 

The “walk-out” followed a reprimand 
given one of the young nurses for re- 
maining out of the hospital after hours, 
Dr. Rogers said, adding that he in- 
tended to maintain discipline if it was 
necessary to get an entirely new staff. 
“The hospital is adequately staffed, and 
will remain so,” he declared. 

Miss Helen Lantz, Miss Florence 
Waple and Miss Mae Fotbes, after their 
walkout, returned to the nurses’ home 
to get their belongings, but were barred 
from entry, they charged. They had 
been given permission to remain over- 
night in the home by Miss Elizabeth 
Rogers, sister of Dr. Rogers, they said, 
but the hospital head disapproved of 
that plan. Later they were permitted 
to get their belongings. 

The nurses ascribed a different reason 
than that given by Dr. Rogers for their 
resignation, declaring that they had 
been compelled to “work for nothing” 
in the Stanton Park hospital, a private 
institution conducted by Dr. Rogers, 
located near Casualty hospital. They 
declared that other nurses would quit 
the hospital today.

Studied Through Ills Pro- 
duced in Dogs. 


An exhibit which illustrates with 
actual specimens the production of 
heart and kidney diseases in dogs simi- 


deep X-rays, was awarded the gold 
medal of the American Medical associa- 
tion, its highest honor, yesterday at the | 
Washington auditorium. 


The exhibit was prepared by Dr. F. W. 
Hartman, Dr.. —_ Bolliger, and Dr. 
H. P. Doub, of the Henry Ford hospital, 
Detroit, from’ the results of experl- 
ments with dogs conducted by them. 

The results of the experiments are 
regarded by physicians as highly valu- 
able. It is believed heart and kidney | 
diseases occurring in the human body, 
which are similar to those produced by 
X-rays mm dogs, can be more advan- 
tageously studied through such diseases 
as are artificially produced in dogs. 

In other words, the laboratory expert 
does not have to wait on nature or 
chance, but by producing the disease 
by means of strong administrations of 
the mysterious rays, can study its 
stages of development, its nature, and 
its iho gee symptoms to better ad- 
vantage. X-rays can produce in a year 
and a half in dogs, it is said, what 
sometimes requires many years to de- 
velop in a human. 


New Remedies Sought. 


Through the better understanding of 
heart and kidney: diseases in man. 
which is expected to result from the 
more advantageous study made avail- 
able by: the experiments, it is hoped 
new remédies may be discovered for 
the control and cure of the diseases in 
man. 

The gold medal is always awarded to 
an exhibit which shows the most ex- 
tensive research and the greatest ac- 
complishment of experimentation. 

In one instance the kidneys of a dog 
were X-rayed, and in a short time the 
kidneys were greatly dwarfed, develop- 
ing @ condition parallel to that of a 
person suffering from Bright’s disease. 
In a short time, too, the heart de- 
veloped of its own accord a similar con- 
dition. 

Lesions were produced also by strong 
applications of X-rays to the heart of 
dogs. High blood pressure, of the same 
nature as that occurring in human 
beings, was produced in dogs by the 
rays. 

The experiments, it was pointed out, 
emphasize the imperativeness of care- 
ful use of X-rays. These mysterious 
roentgen rays, given the prefix of “X” 
because their nature is unknown, are 
as dangerous in unskilled hands, it is 
declared, as a surgeon’s knife. The 
rays are keen,’ piercing needles of 
mysterious light, capable of penetrating 
even opaque substances, but some less 
than others, which is the reason bones 
and other particles are shown up, and 
unless handled by one who understands 
them may produce a dangerous burn.

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PERSONAL BOND KL 
CSE, MOY DECIBES 


Police Court Practices Seen 
Revolutionized in Habeas 
Corpus Ruling. 


SENTENCE IS NECESSARY 


Police court practices may be revolu- 
tionized with regard to the taking of 


“personal bonds” as the result of a de- 
cision handed down by Chief Justice 
Walter I. McCoy yesterday. The chief 
justice ruled in a habeas corpus case 
involying the custody of Samuel Ep- 
stein that a defendant released in per- 
sonal bond can not be brought back 
and sentenced in the case in which 
he was tried, but must face another 
separate charge because, once the per- 
sonal bond is taken, the case is ended. 

Epstein’s case involved a split sen- 
tence. He pleaded guilty to four counts 
of an information charging violation 
of the prohibition law. He paid a fine 
of $100 on the fourth count and his 
pérsonal bond was atken on the other 
three counts. Later he was again ar- 
rested and his personal bonds revoked 
-on the three counts, and he was sen- 
tenced to jail for six months on one 
count, to pay a fine of $1,000 on the 
second and a fine of $500 on the third. 
He sued out a writ of habeas corpus 
and won his release yesterday when 
Justice McCoy ruled that the sentence 
could\not be split, and also held that 
the taking of personal bonds on the 
three counts ended those counts then 
and there. 


_ Probation Cases Not Affected. 


The police courts lose control over a 
defendant when the personal bonds are 
taken, and if the defendant repeats 
the offense or commits a new one new 
papers must be made out and an en- 
irely new case started, according to 
the decision of the chief justice. The 
decision does not affect the cases in 
which a sentence is imposed and sus- 
pended and in which the defendant is 
placed on probation, but applies solely 
to cases where no sentence is imposed 
and the personal bonds of the defend- 
ant taken in Heu of sentence. Epstein 
was represented by Attorneys Lambert, 
Yeatman, Canfield and Miller. Assist- 
ant District Attorney Raymond Neu- 
decker appeared for the government. 
Judge Gus A. Schuldt, presiding 
judge of the police court, said last 
night that results of the decision might 
be so far reaching that he believed it 
necessary to make a thorough ‘study of 
the decision before he would be able 
to make comment upon it. 
The practice hgs been in police court 
to take personal bonds, which consti- 
tuted a theoretical probation system 
by which. the defendant could be 
brought back and sentenced for fail- 
ure to comply with the law. Under the 
McCoy decision it will be necessary to 
sentence the defendant and then sus- 
pend sentence or place him on proba- 
tion.

New Orleans, La., May 18 (By A. P.).

Mr. Parker, basing his warning upon 
a bulletin of the New Orleans weather 
bureau today charting the path of the 
flood through the section, had a corps 
of telephone operators speeding the 
message to the inhabitants, urging 
them speéd the evacuation if they 
would save their belongings. 

There will be no forcible evacuation, 
but the message of the flood relief di- 
rector strove to impress upon the in- 
habitants the seriousness of the flood 
danger and the imminence of the 
threat.

A truckload 
of bread was carried there, while 
women busied themselves in making 
coffee and sandwiches in their homes 
after the kitchens at the camp proved 
inadequate to care for the food de- 
mand. 


Redistribute Relief Fleet. 


Af Baton Rouge Secretary Hoover 
formulated plans for redistribution of 
the government’s flood rescue fleet into 
the southern Louisiana territory, later 
leaving by train for Torres, where he 
boarded theegcoast ‘guard tug Saukee to 
continue his inspection of the area. 

The Mississippi fell slowly along the 
lower river, but the weather bureau at 
New Orleans estimating that half of 
the water from'the Tensas basin was 
being diverted into the Atchafalaya ba- 
sin through the Melville and Bayou 
des Glaises crevasses. The crest of the 
flood, it reported, still was in the Ten- 
sas basin, far above Bayou des Glaises. 

New Orleans today awaited the crest 
of the flood with confidence that the 
levee system will provide ample pro- 
tection for the city. The flood crest, 
now more than 100 miles away, is due 
here between June 5 and 10. 

Hundreds of laborers who toiled a 
few weeks ago at the task of building 
the levees here have been dismissed, 
and the main activity of New Orleans 
at the present time consists in provid- 
ing relief for those whose homes have 
been swept away in the territory north- 
west of the city. 

Last night the river fell one-tenth 
of a foot here.

Beat Actor for Accusing Him 
and Dorothy Mackaye, 
Film Star Says. 


POSSIBLE BY PHYSICIAN 


Dr. Sullivan, Charged With 
. Concealing Facts, Clings 
to His Testimony. 


Lon Angeles, May 18 (By A. P.).— 
Paul Kelly, motion-picture actor, pro- 
fessed his love for Dorothy MacKaye, 
stage actress, on the witness stand here 
this afternoon in his trial for the mur- 


der of Ray Raymond, husband of the 
actress. ¥3 

Kelly testified he engaged in a fist 
fight with Raymond after the latter 
had called him vile names and accused 
him of living with Miss MacKaye. 

Speaking in a quiet voice, Kelly re- 
lated his ten years’ acquaintance with 
Raymond. Then he spoke of his friend- 
ship with Raymond’s | wife. 

This, he said he told Raymond, had 
developed into loye for the actor’s 
wife last January, when Raymond or- 
dered him from his home without giv 
ing cause. 

Kelly said that Raymond came home 
while hé-was crushing ice to put in 
glasses held by Mrs. Raymond. Ray- 


mond insisted on his leaving, but re- 
fused to give any reason. 


Took Her to Theaters. 


Finally, the defendant said, he told 
the actor his order was “because you 
think I am in love with your wife, and 
Iam.” Kelly said he then left. 

The young film athlete actor said 
that for a period previous to this event 
he took Miss Mackaye to the theater or 
movies about twice a week. He de- 
clared this was by arrangement with 
Raymond, who was playing at a. thea- 
ter here, and that under this arrange- 
ment he picked up the actor after the 
show to bring him also home. with Mrs 
Raymond. 

Kelly described his fight with Ray- 
mond, which the State alleges caused 
the musical comedy actor’s death, sub- 
stantially as testified to by Charlotte 
Lee, the only eyewitness, in the trial 
last week. 

Kelly said he telephoned Raymond 
that he had heard Raymond was mak- 
ing remarks about him and wanted 
his, Kelly’s, phone number. ' 

“Raymond said he wished I was over 
there and I said ‘Don’t worry, I'll be 
there right awf&y,’” Kelly testified. 
“The remarks,” Kelly explained, “were 
that Raymond had said he didn’t think 
so much of me; that he was a wildcat 
and was going to get me. 


Slapped Him, Witness Says. 


“Raymond was in the living room 
was I arrived, and told me to come 
in, sit down and talk it over. He was 
very angry and irritable and demanded. 
‘where’s my wife? You ought to know, 
she’s been living with you.’ 

I slapped his mouth with the back 
of my hand and told him he should 
be ashamed of himself talking about 
his wife like that. 

“He then called me abusive names 
and I slapped his mouth again. Ray 
said he was tired, had been on {hg train 
24 hours, was drunk and couldn’t fight 
me. I said that was only his alibi; 1 
had had some drinks myself. I told 
him I used to think he was a great 
fellow at our club in New York city, 
but ‘since you came out here you have 
changed.’ You brag about everything.” 

Further medical testimony to the ef- 
fect that a blow might have caused the 
hemorrhage which the State contends 
was responsible for the death of Ray- 
mond, musical comedy actor, was given 
by witnesses today. 

Dr. Thomas McHugh, uncle of Dr. 
Walter Sullivan, who assisted the latter 
in attending the dying actor, testi- 
fied that his diagnosis of the case was 
nephritic coma, the result of a kidney 
disease, and that the spinal fluid pres- 
sure indicated a brain swelling which 
he judged to be due to the neptritic 
coma. 

Acute alcoholism frequently causes 
subaural hemoarhages, the physician 
testified, but admitted that _ nephritis 
and a dozen other diseases also are re- 
sponsible for many such hemorrhages. 


Could Have Been Due to Blow. 


That the hemorrhage could have been 
caused by a blow from a fist was ad- 
mitted by the witness under cross- 
examination by the State, but he add- 
ed that he had known of but very few 
such occurrences. 

The State alleges that a beating ad- 
ministered to Raymond by Kelly during 
an argument between the two men over 
Dorothy Mackaye, actress-wife of Ray- 
mond, resulted in the musical comedy 
actor’s death. 

Dr. McHugh, under questioning by 
the prosecution, admitted that the 
brain could have suffered a hemorrhage 
on the right side as the result of a 
blow of the fist on the left side of the 
head. He explained that this was pos- 
sibly due to the brain being a jelly- 
like substance that might be thrown 
violently against the skull wall by a: 
blow. j 

Dr. Sullivan, who with Miss Mackayer 
is under indictment on a charge of 
attempting to cover up the facts in 
Raymond’s death, preceded Dr. McHugh 
on the stand for cross-examination by 
the State. He reasserted his testimony 
of yesterday that, after being present 
at the autopsy, he would have assigned 
Raymond’s death to the natural causes 
of nephritis and ] ypostatic pneumonia. 

Owen Davis, dramatist and president 
of the Authors’ League of America, was 
a defense character witness. 

_ Davis testified he had known Kelly 
about six years and that his character 
was known to him as good. . 

Under the State’s cross-examination 
he admitted they had never seen how 
he would act under the influence of

BOY'S EVIDENCE CLEARS 
HIM OF SLAYING GIRL 


Acquitted of Killing Sweet- 
heart, 16, Lad Is Kissed 
by Schoolmates. 


JUDGE DIRECTS VERDICT 


New York, May 18 (By A. P.).—Young 
Walter Goldberg was carried through 
Brooklyn streets on the shoulders of 
his schoolmates today, to be pulled 
down at last by girl friends who wanted 
to kiss him, after his trial for the mur- 
der of his 16-year-old sweetheart had 
ended in .a directed verdict of not 
guilty. 

Anna Harris, Goldberg’s next-door 
neighbor, was found mortally wounded 
in her home on March 14 and Goldberg 
was arrested. He told several conflict- 
ing stories, all* of which seemed to 
point to his guilt, and he was indicted. 
The trial opened Monday and testimony 
was completed this morning. 

Goldberg, on the stand, told still a 
new story of the shooting. He said he 
had seen Anna toying with a pistol, 
and while he was trying to take it 
away from her the gun was discharged. 
This. story was unshaken under cross- 
examination. and when testimony was 
all in the defendant’s counsel moved 
that the indietment be dismissed. Jus- 
tice Townsend Scudder, after a 20- 
minute conference with counsel for 
both sides, announced that there was 
no reason to doubt Goldberg’s testi- 
mony and he directed the jury to re- 
turn a verdict of not guilty.

FORMER PARIS SUPPORT 


ADDS TO SIGNIFICANCE 


New Attitude Follows Contin- 


vance of Confidential 
Communications. 


By ALBERT W. FOX, 


President Coolidge has scored a diplo- 
matic victory over France in connection 
with the forthcoming naval arms lim- 
tation conference to be held at Geneva, 
June 20. 


- The Italian government, according to 
&® Memorandum telegraphed to Secre- 
tary of State Kellogg yesterday by 
Henry P. Fletcher, the American Am- 
bassador to Italy, has indorsed the con- 
ference and may send an official ob- 
server to represent Italy at the discus- 
sions. This leaves France isolated from 
the other leading naval powers, and, 
unless the French government follows 


’ Italy’s example, the French people will 


be placed in the position of holding 
aloof from the latest international dis- 


' armament program. 


The fact Italy supported France 
throughout the past Geneva discussions 
over limiting armaments and conse- 
quently declined to indorse the naval 
disarmament plan proposed by the 
American delegation, makes the present 
attitude of the Italian government all 
the more significant. In brief, Italy 
first joined France in anticipating no 
practical results from the program 


‘which the American delegation advo- 


cated and which President Coolidge 
made the basis for his appeal to the 
naval powers, but now takes another 
and more hopeful view of the matter. 

Even if nothing more than harmless 
discussions over limiting naval arma- 
ments result from the prospective con- 
ference, the position of the United 
States in favor of attempting to limit 
armaments will be generally empha- 
sized, it is explained here, while re- 
sponsibility for failure to achieve prac- 


_ tieal results will probably be placed at 
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the of the naval power refusing to 
cooperate, it is pointed out. 


Speculation Over Change. 


Speculation over Italy’s apparent 
change of attitude has been increased 
here because of the fact that the Ital- 
lan govérnment’s first note refusing to 
attend the conference was _ supple- 
mented by confidential communica- 
tions to the United States explaining 
that France’s refusal was really the 
cause of Italy’s unwillingness to at- 
tend. In other words, Italy at that 
time placed the _ responsibility on 
France. 

Consequently the United States gov- 
efnment continued its efforts to inter- 
est Italy in the forthcoming confer- 
ence. Under date of March 14 Secre- 
tary Kellogg replied to some of the ob- 
servations made by Italy as follows: 

“With regard to the assertion of the 
Italian government that there exists an 
interdependence of every type of arma- 
ment, the American government is 
nevertheless of the opinion that all ap- 
propriate measures taken by the large 
naval powersin limitation of the naval 
branch of armament must greatly con- 
tribute in advancing the solution of 
the problem as a whole. 

“As for the statement in the memo- 
randum of the Italian government that 
owing to geographical position and 
strategic considerations Italy could not 
expose itself without grave risks to a 
binding limitation of its maritime 
armaments, it is feared that there may 
exist some misapprehension regarding 
the terms of the proposal of the Presi-

standing.” 

The Italian reply received from Am- 
bassador Fletcher yesterday was not 
made public in full, but the following 
significant extract was given to the 
press: ; 

“The royal government deeply appre- 
ciates this attention of the American 
government and, while thanking it, 
has to state that the negotiations at 
Geneva will be followed with the great- 
est attention by the Italian government 
and public opinion, even if an official 
‘observer’ shall not be sent to participate 
in the conference. 

“Nevertheless, the royal government, 
depending upon the development of 
the negotiations and the probable re- 
sults thereof, reserves the right to send 
one or more naval experts to follow 
closely these negotiations, not exclud- 
ing that these experts may, at a given 
moment, assume the specific character 
of ‘observers’ at the conference itself.”

No Trace of Nungesser. 


Boston, May 18 (By A. P.).—Coast 
guard vessels and planes which today 
sought the bit of wreckage reported 
yesterday about 100 miles off here on 
the chance it might afford a clue to 
the fate of Capts. Nungesser and Coli 
had reported no success tonight. Capt. 
S. F. Ing, of the steamer Bellepline, 
who made an ineffectual attempt to 
take the wreckage in tow, had said he 
thought it resembled the wing of an 
airplane. 

Paris, May 18 (By A. P.).—The gal- 
lant attempt of Capts. Nungesser and 
Coli has fired other French fliers with 
the ambition to make the Paris-New 
York flight. Officials of the Levasseur 
Airplane Co., which built the “White 
Bird,” say they have been approached 
during the week by several well-known 
French pilots eager for financial sup- 
port in order to brave the Atlantic. 
However, until the fate of Nungesser 
and Coli is known, it is not likely the 
construction company will plan any 
further transatlantic expeditions. 

“It is hardly probable that any more 
flights from Paris to New York will be 
attempted for the present,” an official 
informed the Associated Press today. 
“The chances of success are consider- 
ably better flying eastward—from New 
York to Paris.” 

The Levasseur officials said they 
would not give Nungesser and Coli up 
for lost until at least another week, on 
assumption that they reached the 
American coast. If they fell at sea 
it is not considered possible that the 
plane would remain afloat for any time, 
but the places where witnesses said 
they heard the motor of an airplane on 
May 9, it is pointed out, were very close 
to Nungesser’s proposed route, and this 
is a factor tending to bugy hopes which 
otherwise would have been abandoned 
before now. 


(By the Associated Press.) 

The possibility that wreckage reported 
at sea by the Shipping Board steamer 
Bellepline might be a part of the 
Nungesser-Coli plane was dashed yester- 
day when coast guard seaplanes, sent 
to the scene to investigate, reported 
that it was a portion of a fisherman’s 
dory.

liiness of Playwright After 
Blood Transfusion Delays 
His Arraignment. 


Willimantic, Conn., May. 18 (By A. 
P.).—Illness of Leonard Cline, play- 
wright and novelist, prevented his ar- 
raignment in court today on a charge 
yet unnamed in connection with the 
fatal shooting of Wilfred Irwin, of 
New York, at the Cline home in Mans- 
field on Monday. 


Cline is recovering from a_ blood 
transfusion in which he gave a pint of 
his blood in an effort to save Irwin’s 
life. It is expected he will be ar- 
raigned in Mansfield tomorrow. 

Thomas F. Noone, State’s attorney, has 
said that Cline will be charged with 
murder, but the formal charge will be 
decided by Grand Juror Carlton P. 
King. 

The body of Irwin was taken to Lex- 
ington, Va., today by Mrs. Jane Irwin, 
the widow, and Prof. George Irwin, of 
Washington and Lee university, a 
brother. When Mrs. Irwin left St. Jo- 
seph’s hospital on her way to the train, 
she collapsed and became hysterical. 
She was taken to a hotel where, after 
a short rest, she recovered and con- 
tinued to the station. 


Shots Fired in House. 


Mrs. Irwin was the only witness today 
at the second day of Coroner Arthur 
G. Bill’s inquest. The coroner refused 
to comment on her testimony. 

State police continued their exam- 
ination at the Cline home today and 
discovered ewidence, it is said, that 
shots had been fired inside the house 
as well as in the yard. 

_ One broken window indicated, they 

said, that a shot had been fired inside 
the house from the upstairs hall. An- 
other bullet mark in the wall at the 
head of the stairs indicated that the 
shot had been fired upward from the 
lower hall. Shattered windows in the 
second story of the house gave the im- 
pression that shots had been fired from 
the yard. It was in the yard that Cline 
was found Monday morning, a shotgun 
in his hands. 

Attorney King has permitted no one 
to question Cline at the hospital. A 
sister of Cline is said to be on her way 
East from Los Angeles.

ILLINOIS HOUSE VOTES 
TO REPEAL ORY LAWS 


Search-and-Seizure Act Also 
Would Be Repealed Under 
Measure Passed. 


MELLON IS _ CRITICIZED 


Springfield, I[ll...May 17 (By A. P.).— 
Prohibition was blamed in part for 
agricultural depression and charges 
made that Federal enforcement officers 
have made more money out of prohi- 
bition than anything else in the house 


of representatives of the Illinois gen- 
eral assembly today, The debate pre- 
ceded an 80 to 63 vote to repeal the 
State laws to eaforce prohibition, in- 
cluding the search-and-seizure act. 

“If the so-called dry members of this 
house will vote as they drink, this bill! 
will get a 90 per cent vote,” declared 
Representative Thomas O’Grady, Chi- 
cago, after characterizing prohibition 
as “a joke.” Prohibition, he . main- 
tained, has taken from the grain 
grower one of his principal ‘markets, 
and thus is partly regponsible for the 
plight of the farmers. 

Federal enforcement officers, said 
Representative Truman A. Snell, of 
Carlinville, are for prohibition because 
they are making money. 

“Federal enforcement officers,” he 
said, “from Andrew Mellon down, have 
made more money out of prohibition 
than they ever did out of anything 
else.” 

The house previously had shown its 
stand on the prohibition question when 
it passed a resolution several weeks ago 
asking Congress to call a national con- 
vention to consider the repeal of the 
Volstead law. Today’s measure now 
goes to the senate, which in the past 
has been conservative, but which re- 
cently has shown a more liberal frame 
of mind, so that supporters of the 
measure hope that it may reach the 
desk of the governor. If finally passed. 
the question will go to a referendum of 
the people. 

Chicago members introduced the 
measure and were almost solid for it. 
They enlisted the support of 29 down- 
State representatives in pushing it 
through after two hours debate, and of 
these, 15 were Republicans, 13 were 
Democrats, and 1 was listed as an 
independent.

coast fanned excitement to a fever 
pitch as the second. day of the joint 
army-navy maneuvers drev’ to a close 
tonight. 

News of the sinking of the Concord 
by the battleship Pennsylvania of the 
invading fleet came as a severe blow 
to defense headquarters here. 

Prior to the news of the disaster to 
the Concord, wireless, telephone and 
telegraph messages, to Blue *defense 
headquarters at Fort’ Adams here early 
tonight indicated that the invading 
Black fleet at last had begun to ham- 
mer the big land forts as a prelude to 
its attempt to land a theoretical in- 
vading force of 75,000 troops somewhere 
on the 125-mile stretch of coast be- 
tween Chatham, Mass., on Cape Cod, 
and the mouth of the Connecticut 
river. 

From Fort Rodman, which guards the 
big industrial city of New Bedford at 


‘the western entrance of Buzzard’s bay, 


came a report late today that four 
Black battleships and five other war- 
craft had begun shelling the fortifica- 
tions. The enemy vessels were lying 
20,000 yards southwest of Gay Head, 
Martha’s Vineyard, safely out of range 
of the Rodman guns. 

A radio message from the Black 
dreadnaught, West Virginia, intercepted 
at headquarters here, indicated she and 
an undetermined number of enemy ves- 
sels were 8 miles southeast of Block 
island and beginning to open fire on 
Fort Adams here and Fort Wright, 
which guards the eastern entrance to 
Long Island sound. 

The bombardment of Fort Rodman 
was preceded by an airplane reconnais- 
sance by a squadron of Black seaplanes, 
which radioed back to the Black fleet 
commander, Admiral Charles H. 
Hughes, that they had “spotted” the 
fortifications. 

Early tonight the war umpires had 

not announced the outcome of the 
three enemy bombardments, the New- 
port airplane engagement or the tor- 
pedoing of the Black aircraft carrier, 
Langley, a defense coup which came 
earlier in the day. 
The Langley incident was reported by 
the Blue destroyer, Lawrence. The 
Lawrence advised headquarters here 
that she fired six torpedoes at the big 
carrier at a range of 8,000 yards. She 
claimed the Langley was put out of 
commission with two direct hits.

SERVED IN FRENCH ARMY 


Lauzanne, Switzerland, May 18 (By 
A. P.)»—Maurice Mouvet, world famous 
cabaret dancér, died of tuberculosis this 
evening in a private hospital here. His 
wife, Eleanor Ambrose, the fifth and 
last partner of his fame, and his 


brother, Oscar, attended him in his last 
moments. 


There had been a turn for the bet- 
ter last week, and his brother had ar- 
ranged to leave, but a relapse came at 
the end of the week and it was ap- 
parent there was no hope. Maurice 


sank rapidly and became unconscious 
yesterday. 

The dancer, who had. been in delicate 
health, was on his way to London to 
fill an engagement to dance before the 
King and Queen of England two months 
ago, when his condition suddenly be- 
came alarming. He was brought to 
Switzerland for treatment, but the 
psysicians from the first held out little 
hope for his recovery. 

Maurice fought gamely for life, but 
complications arose which still further 
reduced his slender chances of recov- 
ery. Funeral arrangements have not 
yet been made. 


Maurice Oscar Louis Mouvet, known 
simply as “Maurice” to devotees of ball- 
room dancing in Europe and the United 
States, was an American citizen, born 
in New York on May 17, 1889, of Bel- 
gian parents. During the world war he 
served with the French army. 

He had suffered from weak lungs for 
years and was reported to be dying at 
Deanville in 1922. 

Some of his dancing partners were 

as well known to the public as was he 
himself. One, who was also his wife, 
was Florence Walton. They were di- 
vorced in 1921. His next dancing part- 
ner was Leonore Hughes. She dis- 
solved their partnership by marrying 
Carlos Ortiz Basualdo, in New York, 
in February, 1925. Maurice, it was said, 
learned of her intention only on the 
wedding morning, and burst into tears 
at the news. 

Then Barbara Bennett, daughter of 
Richard Bennett, the actor, became his 
teammate, but their partnership was 
dissolved, owing, it was said, to dif- 
ferences over their contract. 

His last partner, whom he termed the 
girl he had been “dreaming of for 
twenty years,” was Eleanore Ambrose, 
daughter of a Kansas oil man. They 
were married in Paris in April, 1926. 
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Was Aboard the Columbus at 
Sea; Apoplexy Given as 
Cause of Death. 


SUCCESS IN TWO LANDS 


New York, May 18 (By A. P.).—Death 
at sea of Sam Bernard, famous 
comedian, was reported today in a tele- 
gram from the liner Columbus to the 
North German Lloyd offices here. The 
message .ontaincd no details beyond 
the information that Bernard had died 
on board last night of apoplexy, He 
was 64 years old. 

Only two months ago 1,200 membérs 
of the theatrical profession and others 
paid tribute at a dinner to Bernard in 
celebration of his fiftieth anniversary 
on the stage. 

Bernard was born in England and 
made his debut at Henderson’s music 
hall in Coney island... He was highly 
successful in German character parts 
in musical comedies. 

After his debut Bernard played Ger- 
man character parts successfully in his 
country for some years. In 1885 he went 
to England and appeared in various 
music halls there, returning the next 
year to appear'in “The Corner Gro- 
cery.” He toured for two years in “Lost 
in London,” and after that for three 
years with “The Night Owls.” He also 
toured with the Russell brothers. 

One of his earliest New York suc- 
cesses was in 1898 with “The Marquis 
of Michigan.” He also had parts in “A 
Dangerous Maid,” “The Man in the 
Moon,” “The Casino Girl,” “The Belle 
of Bohemia,” “The Silver Slipper,” “The 
Rollicking Girl,” “The Rich Mr. Hog- 
genheimer,” “The Girl and the Wizard” 
and “He Came from Milwaukee.” 

In 1914 he made his first appearance 
on the London stage in “The Belle of 
Bond Street,” when he scored a great 
personal success. After that he returned 
again to America, and his more recent 
successes included “The Century Girl,” 
“Friendly Enemies,” “As You Were” 
and appearances in the “Music Box 
Revue,” the “Nifties of 1923,” and the 
“Follies.” ‘ :

to enter the ruins in search of their 
children. Fathers, summoned from 
their places of employment, joined the 
horror-stricken crowd, and confusion 
reigned. 


Little Bodies Carried Out. 


The workers soon began carrying out 
the little forms of the pupils and 
placed them under blankets in a tem- 
porary morgue in the schoolyard. 
Finally convinced that search in the 
ruins was being cared for by workers, 
the parents turned to a survey of the 
silent forms in the schoolyard morgue. 
A moan from a mother or a stifled cry 
here and there from a father as a 
blanket was lifted testified that an- 
other search was ended. Many of the 
mothers and fathers clasped in their 
arms the bodies of their children and 
carried them to their homes, refusing 
the services of ambulances and hearses 
that came from surrounding towns. 

Other pitiful scenes, tnough without 
the specter of death, were enacted in 
other parts of the schoolyard. Other 
fathers and mothers found their chil- 
dren injured and still others were over- 
joyed in finding theirs unscathed. The 
search of some of the parents was not 
ended until a trip to Lansing found 
their little ones undergoing treatment 
in hospitals there. 

News of the tragedy also spread rap- 
idly through the surrounding farming 
community and provided anxious mo- 
ments for scores of farm homes, for 
many of the school pupils came here in 
buses which made regular stops along 
the highways. Farmers came in from 
the fields and soon the roads were 
dotted with automobiles scurrying to 
the village. 


Outside Help Arrives. 


A corps of nurses and several doctors 
came from neighboring towns, while 
two Lansing automobile companies and 
a Lansing construction company sent 


crews of men in trucks to aid in search- 
ing through the ruins. With the ar- 
rival of additional men the work of re- 
moving the tumbled mass of brick and 
timbers became more systematic. The 
roof, which was shattered, and the 
piles of masonry were torn down and 
removed. 

Gov. Fred W. Green and his wife 
came from Lansing this afternoon to 
visit the scene. The governor threw 
aside his coat and assisted in pulling 
on long cables which were attached to 
the crumbling walls. Mrs. Green joined 
in first aid work and in comforting 
grief-stricken parents.

The mortgaging of 
his farm and the subsequent fore- 
closure added to the condition, it is 
believed.

RAID WARNINGS ARRANGED 


St. Joseph, Mich., May 18 (By A. P.). 
Testimony regarding an alleged criminal 


attack by Benjamin Purnell, head of 
the House of David colony, was given 
by Mrs. Ruth Swanson, of South 
Orange, N. J., a former member of 
the cult, at the dissolution proceedings 
against the colony in court here today 
In addition to testifying regarding the 
alleged assault, Mrs. Swanson said 
elaborate preparations were made hy 
Purnell to guard against raids by State 
officials. 

Mrs. Swanson testified after examina- 
tion of her husband, C. L. Swanson, an 


electrician, who declared that prior to| 


leaving the colony in the fall of 1924, 
with his wife he had begun the instal- 
lation of colored lights in the House of 
Benjamin, intended to give warning in 
case of a raid. 

Both Mr. and Mrs. Swanson testified 
that they passed a year at the colony, 
coming to Benton Harbor from St 
Augustine, Fla. They were converted by 
literature carried by representatives of 
the cult, they said, and after selling 
their property, said they turned in be- 
tween $1,700 and $1,900 to the House 
of David, also assigning all their personal 
property. Mrs. Swanson said when she 
and her husband came to the House 
of David they were assigned to separate 
quarters. 

The witness testified that she had 
on one occasion seen Purnell disappear 
through a trap door in the floor of the 
Shjloh office, and told of having heard 
him order two of the alleged group 
marriages which the State claims were 
carried out by Purnell to conceal his 
alleged relations with girl members of 
the colony. The marriages which Mrs. 
Swanson testified took place were in 
the first week of September, 1924, she 
said.

STUDYING NATIONAL DEFENSE, 


Protection of the New England coast and 
the city of New York is involved in the ‘“‘war 
game” which the army and navy are playing 
this week. The theoretical strength and weak- 
ness of this rich coast line is being explored 
by the ranking tacticians and strategists of the 
two services. -Maneuvers that would be em- 
ployed in time of war are being followed as 
closely as the two opposing forces can simu- 
late them, 

Citizens of the seaboard from New York to 
Boston probably are only dimly aware of what 
is taking place. At the command of American 
officers theoretical divisions of infantry are 
deploying over that whole section, coast de- 
fense guns are being mounted at strategic 
points and off the coast a hostile fleet is con- 
voying a force of 75,000 men, which forms the 
advance guard of an invading force. 

If the time should ever come again, as it did 
during the Spanish-American war and more 
faintly during the world war, when public 
hysteria envisions an attack upon the Atlantic 
coast of the United States, the knowledge that 
is being gained now may serve to reassure the 
people. The problem presented by the present 
“same” is one form of preparedness in which 
the armed services of the nation engage con- 
tinually. 

How vital such studies are may be judged 
when it is remembered that when the United 
States entered the late war there was not a 
general officer serving under the Stars and 
Stripes who had ever commanded a division, 
or had any experience with the operations ‘of a 
corps or an army. 
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WHEN WORKERS PERISH. 


The State industrial commission of New 
York has made public the fact that 149 
workers, including 5 women, were killed 
during April in the course of their employ- 
ment—a decrease of 26 as compared with 
March. Thirty-four of these mortal injuries 
occurred in construction, 20 in transportation, 
17 in service, 15 in trade and 15 in all other 
classifications. Ten. workers died of cuts, falls 
caused the largest number of deaths and 28 
individuals were killed by vehicles. Of the 
149 mortally injured 105 left dependents, 
constituting 87 widows, 115 children and 17 
parents. | 

What better illustration could -there be of 
the loss occasioned by the death of a wage 
earner? Safety first slogans and campaigns 
usually’ concern themselves with the value of 
an individual’s lifé to himself. This, of course, 
is of extreme {mportance—yet, even a casual 
reading between the lines of the commission’s 
report will serve to bring to one’s attention 
the real victims of these accidents. 

During one month 87 widows in New York 
State have been thrown on the mercy of the 
world, save in those cases in which a thought- 
ful spouse provided beforehand for an ample 
estate. During the same 30-day period 115 
children had snatched away from them a 
father’s or mother’s protection. Of these, 
many will have to leave school and begin the 
arduous task of earning their own living. In 


passed no longer will be able to enjoy their 
well-earned rest, but must face the prospect 
of spending their remaining days in charitablé 
institutions or of driving their tired bodies in 
tasks for which they will receive only a 
pittance. 

Accidents in.one month completely altered 
the lives of 368 individuals in New York State 
alone. Of these 219 were innocent victims. 
The worker’s responsibility is not a personal 
matter alone, for the ramifications of an acci- 
dent echo far and wide, as the waves spread 
in an endless stream from the point in which 
a stone disappears beneath a quiet body of 
water. 


“ROLLER BEARINGS ON RAILROADS. 


Announcement has just been made that the 
Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul railroad is 
equipping a number of its passenger cars with 
roller bearings. Although the innovation is 
in the nature only of an experiment, previous 
tests have proved that this type of bearing is 
Suitable for the rolling stock of railroads, and 
that its use not only cuts operating costs con- 
siderably, but also makes for an easier riding 
train, with a saving of the stock and roadbed 
and an easing of passengers’ nerves. 

With bearing-equipped cars only one-seventh 
of the power now used is needed to start a 
train in motion. There are no jolts involved 
in stopping or starting, giving an absolutely 
smooth operation, and a remarkably quick 
pick-up to high speeds once the train is under 
way. Tests have proved that a standard 
Pacific type locomotive can handle a 21-car 
train equipped with roller bearings as easily 
as a 12-car train equipped in-the old way. 

The average individual is apt to shrug his 
shoulders at the information, believing ‘that 
it is of individual concern only dyring the 
course of a-journey. If, however, the railroad 
finds the equipment practicable for use on its 
passenger trains, it will equip freight cars 
also. Then a reform in railway transporta- 
tion will be under way. If, because of cheaper 
operating costs, the railroads find it possible 
to lower freight rates, part of the saving, at 
least, will find its way to the ultimate con- 
sumer, Transportation costs make up a con- 
Siderable portion of retail prices, and an in- 
novation which promises to lower freight rates 
is of far-reaching economic importance.

The Department of Justice opposes the peti- 
tion for a writ of certiorari to the United 
States circuit court cf appeals, and in its brief 
holds that there was no evidence of any under- 
standing or agreement with the Federal of- 
ficers; but that, on the contrary, the troopers 
were simply carrying out the commands of the 
State authorities.. 

This case appears to be unique in the United 
States Supreme Court. The decision of that 
tribunal on the petition may have an important 
bearing upon the enforcement of the prohibi- 
tion laws. 


. ATTENTION OF MR. JARDINE. 


The medical exhibit arranged by the Amer- 
ican Medical association offers valuable sug- 
gestions to those officials of the Department 
of Agriculture who are charged with the duty 
of enforcing the pure food and drugs act. 


Last week it was announced that Secretary 
Jardine intended to prevent the interstate 
transportation of ‘‘adulterated oysters,’’ being 
impelled to the announcement through intima- 
tions that he would,.or might, wink at the 
violation of the act which he is sworn to’ en- 
force. It is not every one who is concerned 
with oyster shipments, but every lady in the 
land ts deeply interested in maintaining a 
beautiful complexion. The medical exhibit 


‘is replete with examples of cqsmetical prepara- 


tions which appear to offer chances for the 
pure drug act enforcers to stand by the women 
of the republic in their laudable desire to 
keep their attractions unsullied by impure and 
dangerous beauty preparations. 

For instance, there is sulphate of mag- 
nesium, put up in fancy packages warranted 
o “beautify the complexion, whiten the skin 
and remove blackheads,” which costs several 
déllars a pound if bought in those handsome 
containers, but the same thing exactly.can be 
procured at 15 cents a pound if the purchaser 
asks for epsom salts. 

Dandruff cure at $48 a gallon, composed of 
kerosene, alcohol, water, quinine and a dasn 
of perfumery, can be made at home at a cost 
of 20 cents, but whether homemade or 
“hboughten” under a high-sounding title, it 
is equally ineffective. 

It is, however, the preparations that are 
positively dangerous that merit the attention 
of the officials charged with the administra- 
tion of the pure food and drug act.

THE HOUSE INVESTIGATES ITSELF. 


During the last session the House passed a 
resolution which authorizes and directs the 


committee on accounts to ‘investigate and 


report on the abolition of useless offices and 
what adjustments, if any, should be made in 
employment, duties and compensation of the 


officers and employes of the House of Repre- 
sentatives.” | 

Under authority of that resolution the com- 
mittee met this week and adjourned until 
October, after having directed the chairman 
to gather ‘all available facts that may 
serve to guide the committee in-framing its 
report. The chairman, Clarence McGregor, 
has already dug up enough information to 
warrant recommending radical changes in 
the management of the affairs of the House. 
The duties of the elective officers, clerk, ser- 
geant-at-arms and doorkeeper, for instance, 
are clearly defined in the rules, but in the 
event of death or disability of either of those 
officials during a recess between two Con- 
gresses there is no definite provision made for 
the transfer of those duties to any other in- 
dividual. 

If from any cause the office of clerk should 
become vacant after final adjournment there 
is no one authorized by law, or the rules of 
the House, to certify to the sergeant-at-arms 
the right of a member-elect to draw his 
salary, and such member-elect might easily 
find himself confronted by a long, hot summer 
and no salary for eight months, 

The only recorded case of the death of the 
clerk of the House under such circumstances 
occurred during the administration of Presi- 
dent Polk in 1838. But at that time the rules 
provided that the chief clerk should function. 

The office of “chief-clerk” hag since been 
abolished, so that there is today noone to 
succeed to the clerkship, or to perform the 
duties of that office in the event of death or 
disability. Similar situations apply to other 
officers. 

The committee on accounts undoubtedly 
will recommend important reforms in these 
respects, and will find that if the House is 
really desirous of finding a road toward 
economy there are many persons on the roll 
whose services might be dispensed with with- 
out the slightest detriment to the public busi- 
ness. On the other hand, the committee will 
be quite likely to recommend increased pay 
to the men whose services are most valuable 


‘and whose present compensation is not com- 


mensurate with those services.

Lieut. Arthur Gavin, test flight offi- 
cer attached to the naval aircraft fac- 
tory, Philadelphia, where the plane had 
been rebuilt, told the court he be- 
lieved .one of the pilots was thrown 
from his seat against the controls when 
the plane hit an air “bump” and caused 
it to fall, striking the water, 1,200 feet 
below, before it could be brought back 
' under control. 

Lieut. Victor F, Marinelli, Lieut. G. 
W. Lehman, Aviation Chief Machinist’s 
| Mate Lonen E. Poyner and Chief Ma- 
chinist’s Mate George M. Michaels were 
killed in the accident. 

Previously witnesses had told the 
court that examination of the wreck- 
age had failed to disclose any signs of 
burns or excessive heat which might 
have been caused by lightning striking 
the plane. 

Lieut. J. J. Rooney and Aviation 
Pilot P. J. Byrne, eyewitnesses to the 
crash from another plane, told the 
court about the storm and the rough 
condition of the air. Pilot Byrne be- 
lieved lightning struck the machine. 

Gavin, who flew from Phila- 
delphia this morning to the naval base 
to testify, said the plane had been 
taken up on eight test flights before 
it was turned over to Lieut. Marinelli 
to be brought to Norfolk, and that it 
was in excellent condition.

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‘$1,400,000 Alterations Ex- 
pected to Make Hall Another 
Madison Square Garden. 


Extensive remodeling of the Arcadia 
at Fourteenth street and Park road 
| nofthwest to make it the “Madison 
Square Garden of Washington” will 
begin Monday, John S. Blick, president 
and general manager, yesterday an- 
nounced. Contracts call for completion 
of th: alterations by November 1, it 
was said. The estimated cost of re- 
modeling is $1,400,000. 

Present plans call for the market to 
be increased from 64 to 102 stalls, an 
enlarged cold storage plant, enlarge- 
ment of the second floor auditorium to 
seat 10,000 persons, and an ice skating 
rink to be 100 by 190 feet. The third 
floor will be extended 140 feet on the 
Fourteenth street side, with a change 
in the main entrance to the building. 

Perhaps the outstanding feature of 
the alterations is that the auditorium 
will be equipped to take care of any 
kind of sporting events; in addition, 
facilities will be installed for a circus, 
if required, the enlarged space being 
only 20 feet less than Madison Square 
Garden in New York. Mr. Blick said 
he went to New York with John W. 
Geddes, architect, for the plans. Be- 
neath the composition flooring will be 
apparatus for freezing the ice rink, so 
arranged that the ice can be quickly 
thawed should the floor space be re- 
quired for some other purpose. An ad- 
ditional billiard room will be added on 
the north of the second floor, with 
glass partitions overlooking the en- 
trance to the auditorium, between the 
two billiard rooms. On the third floor 
new bowling alleys will be installed. 
Bronz doors, said to cost $12,000, will be 
placed at the main entrance on Four- 
teenth street. When remodeling is 
finished, the Washington Arcade Co., 
owner of the property, will have a to- 
tal investment of approximately $3,225,- 
000 in the building.

I SUE FOR DAMAGES 


Secretary to Representative | 
Held in Towson, Md., as 
Robber of Gas Station. 


ACCUSES TWO BROTHERS 


»Exonerated by a Towson (Md.) grand 
jury yesterday of charges that he had 


broken the lock on a gasoline tank and» 


stolen gasoline from a Halethorpe (Md.) 
gas station, Carl H. Willingham, 7502 
Alaska avenue northwest, secretary. to 
Representative Daniel A. Reed, of New 
York, plans to file suit for damages 
against the owners of the station. 

Willingham and a party of three 
friends, two of whom were young wom- 
en, attended a benefit dance at Hyatts- 
ville, Md., Saturday night. Leaving 
the dance, the party went to Baltimore 
for dinner. Returning about midnight 
they were halted at Laurel by a State 
policeman and two men in bath robes, 
John and Joseph Eslinger, proprietors 
of a gasoline station at Halethorpe. 

The party was placed under arrest 
and taken to the county jail where, it 
is said, they were introduced to a clerk 
as “the party who had robbed Esling- 
ers’ station.” The clerk called Justice 
of the Peace R. E. Stapleton, who is 
alleged to have told the clerk to hold 
them without bail until he could ex- 
amine them Sunday. The young wom- 
en, having’ no means of returning to 
Washington, also remained. 

The automobile driven by Willingham 
carried a Congressional license tag and 
he attempted to explain his identity 
but was rebuffed, he declared. He 
found later that the two Eslinger 
brothers had been awakened by the 
noise of an automobile making away 
from their ‘station. They fired a shot 


/at the machine, it was said. 


IN AIR 


The brothers garbed themselves in 
bathrobes and gave chase. They found 
a colored man. walking on the road who 
told them that he had observed a 
closed car passing shortly before. When 
the brothers awoke the policeman the 
only closed car they could find on the 
road, Willingham declared, was the 
one driven by him. He says he counted 
45 roads leading from the main road 
later by which the pursued car could 
have escaped. ° 

When Justice Stapleton finally con- 
sented to hold a hearing on Sunday 
morning, Willingham says, he decided 
that he would “let the grand jury 
He forced Willing- 
ham to produce $100 bond. 

The proprietor of a Hyattsville gas 
station testified before the grand jury 
that Willingham had bought gas from 
him several hours before the arrest.

The 
bishop’s annual address dealt with 
financial affairs and the missionary 
program of the diocese, extension of 
which he urged wherever possible.

The budget committee’s report for 
missionary work in 1928 asks a total 
of $196,270, including $65,000 for dio- 
cesan missions, $8,500 for diocesan of- 
fices, $2,500 for expenses of Mayo Me- 
morial Church home, Richmond; $2,700 
for diocesan boards, $50,000 for church 
schools, which includes $12,150 for in- 
terest on bond issue and further reduc- 
tion and payment of interest and prin- 
cipal. It also asks $500 for expenses of 
the “fall campaign;” Virginia Church- 
man, $1,500, and diocesan quota for the 
general church, $45,000

This is, need I say, planned as a 
spring supper rather than a spring din- 
ner, and in place of the shrimp salad 
a hot dish may be used, either creamed 
shrimp in patty shells or shrimp New- 
burg. If this is done we must add a 
‘salad to our menu to keep it in pro- 
portion. 


Requested Recipes. 


Uncooked Icing (Mrs. I. M. B.) 

To each cup of powdered sugar re- 
quired add one tablespoonful of melted 
butter, one square of unsweetened 
chocolate, and enough sweet cream to 
hold the sugar together in a paste that 
will spread but not run. The sugar 
should be sifted first, then the cream 
added and lastly the melted butter. 
When these are well blended the choco- 
late may be added and if one square 
to a cup of sugar makes the frosting 
darker than is desirable less may be 
used next time. 


“An Unusual Salad for a Luncheon.” 
(For Mrs. Allison, M. M.) 

This is the question—here is the un- 
usual salad. 

Date Paste in Salad Roll. . 

Make a thick paste of minced dates 
(three tablespoonfuls) with one Phila- 
delphia cream cheese. Add to this a 
few nut meats, cut very fine and suf- 
ficient mayonnaise to moisten to a 
spreading consistency.- Spread large, 
light green lettuce leaves with this 
paste and roll them into a long, nar- 
row roll. Tie in several places with a 
twisted shread of lettuce or the stem 
of a stalk of parsley. The tied places 
should come under the roll when it is 
arranged for the salad. 

Place these little rolls of filled let- 
tuce on a crisp lettuce leaf, garnish 
with a strip of pimento and a bit of 
paprika and place in the ice box until 
firm and crisp. Serve very thoroughly 
chilled that the cheese inside may be 
“firm and cut easily with the fork. 


Plain White Cookies. (Mrs. N. J.) 


One heaping cup of sugar, one egg, 
one-half cup of sour milk, one-half 


cup of butter, one teaspoon of soda, 
one teaspoon baking er and three!

Lack of Record Through Sys- 
tem Justifies Removal 
From Claims Division. 


PERSONNEL NOT HELD 
TO BLAME FOR METHOD 


All Information Made Perma- 
nent Under Method 
Now Practiced. 


Thousands of dollars are believed to 
have been lost by the government 


‘through the use of telephones in the 


claims division of the general account- 
ing office. That is the reason they have 
been cut out, it was — known yes- 
terday. 

When telephones were available, 
clerks of the division handling claims 
were prone-to prepare them on infor- 
mation worked up by telephone, it was 
explained. There would be no record of 
the information and should the claim 
be gone into later there would be no 
way of telling whether it was justified. 

The principal work of the division, it 


was explaned, is to settle clams which 
involves the payment of money out of 
the Treasury. Comptroller General -Mc- 
Carl insists that there be a permanent 
record to justify the outgo. 


Personnel Exonerated. 


No wrong doing is imputed to any of 
the personnal of the division, it was 
said, but it was-considered to be a 
haphazard way of doing things. 

For example, a clerk would be work- 
ing on a claim of an army officer. The 
information before him would be in- 
complete as to the amount of salary 
involved. The clerk would use the tele- 
phone to get the amount and go ahead 
with the preparation of the claim. 
Looking into the claim later there 
would be no record justifying the pay- 
ment of the salary. 

This loose handling of claims had a 
thousand ramifications, it was ex~ 
plained. For one thing it left too much 
to the judgment of the individual 
clerk. 

Under this system the practice also 
is said to have grown up of claim 
attorneys dealing directly with the 
clerk. They would harass him on the 
telephone and readily supply informa- 
tion on any point that might be hold- 
ing up the claim. 


Division Speeds Work. 
The mere cutting off of impatient 


claimants who had a habit of calling| ¥ 


to inquire about their claims every 
day makes for speed in the work of 
the division, it was said. 

With the telephone gone, every claim 
goes over the central desk in such form 
that the chief of the division or Comp- 
troller General McCarl, himself, can 
pick it up and tell whether it is justi- 
fied. 


The importance of permanent records 
being kept in the accounting office is 
emphasized by the fact that other gov- 
ernmental departments are periodically 
authorized to destroy their records. At 
present the office is working on Indian 


claims 50 years old: If these claims |. 


were based on telephone information 
alone the Indians would be in a bad 
fix, it, was said. 

The division is equipped with an 
interdivision system of telephones so 
that the 500 employes can talk to each 
other all they want, but they have no 
connection with “outside.”

MARINE BAND BRASS 
QUARTET IS A NOVELTY 


Mozart’s Twelfth Mass and 
‘‘Hallelujah Chorus” Rendered 
With Striking Effect. 


An enthusiastic audience of music 
lovers heard more than. 500 singers 
from local choruses and church choirs 


in the first civic massed concert held 
here under the auspices of the District 
of Columbia Federation of Music Clubs’ 
and the Washington church music 
council at the Central High school 
auditorium. last night. 

The singers were directed by John 
Finley Williamson, leader of the West- 
minster choir, of Dayton, Ohio. 

Before the concert began, Lieut. Col. 
J. Franklin Bell, representing the Dis- 
trict commissioners, expressed the best 
wishes of the local government in this 
civic endeavor for better music. 

The first number on the program was 
a trio of songs by a- male chorus of 
nearly 100 voices. Mr. Williamson re- 
ceived an ovation when he appeared on 
the stage to lead the singers. Their 
first song, “Integer Vitae,” by Flem- 
ming, sung a capella, soon established 
the fact of a good ensemble tone, 
splendid enunciation and artistic vocal 
effects.

The quartet played most acceptably 
“O Cor Dulce,” by Valenti, and “Forever 
and Forever,” by Tosti. 

The women’s chorus of 200 voices 
from local singing groups was an at- 
tractive picture as the members stood 
on the platform attired in spring 
frocks of whité and other colors. The 
voices of the women harmonized well, 
and the numbers “Homing,” by" Del 
Riego, and “Love’s Benediction,” by 
Silver, were received with a wealth of 
spontaneous applause.

Among the employes of a railroad are 
certain groups who must work in high- 
ly malarial places and even sleep there. 
There are the crews engaged in bridg- 
ing streams and the trackmen, the train 
crews on work trains, and the main- 
tenance men who keep up the tracks in 
swampy areas. The men in these groups 
always suffer heavily from malaria. 
These men took a daily-dose of prophy- 
lactic quinine. This was supplied in 
the form of capsules, each of which 
contained four grains of bisulphate of 
quinine and one-half a grain of pow- 
dered ginger root. 


The places where the men ate and 
slept were well screened. The gani- 
tarians found that screening was poor- 
ly done, as a rule. Most of the screen- 
ing they found in-place had twelve 
meshes to the inch. They removed this 
and put in No. 16 mesh screening. 
Where they found No. 14 mesh in place, 
they left it, but painted it. A good, 
heavy coat of paint will decrease the 
size of the holes in No. 14 screening 
so that a mosquito can not pass. Screen- 
ing is not effective unless it covers all 
openings—doors, windows, fireplaces 
and every other opening through which 
&@ mosquito could crawl. 

They found mosquito netting—called 
mosquito barrs—as used. was of no 
service, 

In spite of all these precautions 
some mosquitoes get into the bunk car 
or house. Women and children were 
taught to go around in the morning 
with ordinary’ fly swatters killing the 
gorged mosquitoes. A mosquito that 
is full of blood is easily found and 
easily killed. Unless killed, they are 
highly dangerous,

drained wherever this} was found to 
be practicable. If draining was found 
to be too expensive, or not. feasible for 
some other reason, mosquito breéding 
was prevented in other ways: In cer- 
tain places the best way to do this was 
to stock the pond with top minnows 
or some other mosquito eating fish. In 
other places the best method was to 
keep the water covered with a layer of 
oll. In still other places latvacide Was

Therefore, if you feel it 
your duty to aid your partner’s game 
by giving him the benefit of your sup- 
posed greater Knowledge and experience 
remember that Comment during the 
hand is possibly illegal, probably un- 
ethical, and almost certainly detrimen- 
tal to your own interests.. Postpone it 
until after the conclusion of the rub- 
ber or sitting. Bridge instruction, 
given in a@ friendly way, at the proper 
time, by a competent player, is bene- 
ficial; but when given under fire, is 
detrimental. 

The above refers to criticism which is 
sound. Criticism which is unsound or 
based upon results (and fully three- 
quarters of the comment heard at the 
Bridge table is “hindsight” criticism) 
is harmful and inexcusable at all times.

Sailor Finds Favor in 
Late Wagering; No 
Favorite Seen. 


Match With Dempsey 
to Be Reward of 
the Winner. 


EW YORK, May 18 (By A. P.).— 
Two of the most closely matched 
heavyweight contenders the ring 

has seen in years—Jimmy Maloney and 
Jack Sherkey—will stake their cham- 
pionship aspirations in a 15-round 
match tomorrow night at the Yankee 
stadium. 

If advance expectations are fulfilled, 
close to 60,000 fans will see the two 
Boston giants fight it out in the first 
big outdoor fr avyweight battle of the 
summer. It is the first of Tex Rickard’s 
“semifinals” and the winner has. the 
prospect of fighting Jack Dempsey in 
August to determine Gene Tunney’s 
opponent in the next championship 
affray 

Maloney, admittedly the harder 
puncher of the two, has been a slight 
favorite since the two were matched, 
but a switch toward the clever and 
sharp-shooting Sharkey was expected 
tonight to make it an “even-money” 
battl: by the time they crawl through 
the ropes about 10 o’clock tomorrow 
night, daylight time. 


Before Sharkey mounted high in 
the heavyweight class through his 
decisive defeat of Harry Wills, the 
two New Englanders clashed three 
times in Boston. Out of those 
scrambles, in which honors were 
fairly evenly divided, came the 
conviction to each man that he 
was master of the other. 


Jimmy won the first fight after ten 
colorless rounds in December, 1924. 
The next year they met twice and 
Sharc<ey won both skirmishes. 

The record of the first—‘Foul, nine 
rounds’’—tells nothing of the bitter 
battle that ended in one of the most 
sensational finishes ever seen in a Bos- 
ton ring. Four times in the eighth 
round Sharkey was floored by Ma- 
loney’s terrific right-hand smashes un- 
til he was a wobbling, punch-drunk 
figure. In the ninth a low left hook 
dropped Sharkey again and he was 
awarded the fight on a foul. 

Sharkey out-fought and out-boxed 
Maloney to win the “rubber” battle a 
few months later. Jack’s sweeping left 
hook played a constant tattoo on Ma- 
Joney’s head and body in the closing 
frames to win him the decision, al- 
though Jim always maintained that he 
was ill the night of the fight. 


Tomorrow night Sharkey believes 
that same left hand, now devel- 
oped into one of the most effective 
weapons in the game, will wreck 
Jim’s hope of continuing on: to 
championship heights, just as it 
put Harry Wills out of the picture 
last October.

Jack Delaney, and an unerring left- 
hand jab.

ARIS, May 18 (By A. P.).—The 
American method of “seeding the 
draw” invaded France today when 

it was announced that William T. Til- 
den, the American star, and Rene La- 
coste, his great French rival, will be 
placed at the top of their respective 
halves of entries in the international 
hard court tennis championships, which 
will begin Monday at St. Cloud. 

The. leaders of the two remaining 
quartets will be selected from among 
Jean Borotra, of France; Francis T. 
Hunter, of the United States; Pierre 
Landry, of France; Baron de Murpurgo; 
of Italy; H. Timmer, of Holland; Hen- 
rich Kleinschroth, of Germany, and O. 
G. N. Turnbull, of Great Britain. Of 
the 120 entries eight men will be 
seeded, while the others will be chosen 
by the usual “lucky” draw. 

The organizers of the French cham- 
pionships feel that the American meth- 
od of seeding the draw is “common 
sense,” Pierre Gillou, vice president of 
the French tennis federation, captain 
of the Davis cup team, and one of the 
most earnest advocates of seeding the 
draw, told the Associated Press. . 


“We don’t wish to take the 
chances’ of Tilden, Borotra or La- 
coste meeting in the first or sec- 
ond rounds just as Henri. Cochet 
last year eliminated Vincent Rich- 
ards at Wimbledon,” he declared. 
“This is not said in the way of 
criticism of the English method, 
but we are convinced that there is 
no prejudice shown the unseeded 
players. If they have the stuff in 
them they will remain until the 
late rounds.” 


Tilden and Hunter have been prac- 
ticing daily in preparation for the in- 
ternational matches and the _ inter- 
country competition with France in 
which they will participate beginning 
om Friday. 

Tilden today played two full sets 
with the professional player, Henri 
Darsonval, whom he defeated, 6—4, 
6—4. Darsonval, playing with Tilden 
in 1921, took the first two sets of a 
match with Big Bill.

What ts the cause of repeated bad 
shots on water hazard holes? 
By WILLIE MacFARLANE, 
National Open Champion, 1925. 


Bad shots at water holes are usually 
caused by “tightening up” and trying 
too hard, when you know that only a 
good shot will get you by. 

’ This can be overcome to a certain 
extent (providing the carry over the 
water is not too long) by simply teeing 
the ball up slightly higher and taking 
a club that will give you more distance 
than is needed. 

For instance, if the water hole is, 
or should be, a mashie shot, take a mid- 
iron for a change, then take an easy 
swing. and if the hole is a midiron 
distance let the spoon do the work 
with another easy shot. Should the 
hole be a drive or more, take the 
brassie for a change, and the chances 
are that such simple little details will 
help your game immeasurably.
